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Offers Plan to 
Student Body 

A Group Accident Insurance plan 
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, designed to provide re! 
within specified limits for hospl 
tal, surgical, and medical expenses 
incurred by undergraduates during 
the academic year as a result of 
accidental Injuries, is currently be- 
ing investigated by a committee of 
the S.E.C. The plan also provides 
supplementary h-sncfits payable in 
the event of accidental death or 
dismemberment. 

The plan was adopted' by the 
students at Macdonald College this 
year. The cost Is $2.50 per partici- 
pant for the academic term ot eight 
months. The same scheme Is being 
proposed to the students at McGIU 
by the London Life Insurance Com- 
pany, who have underwritten the 
Macdonald plan. It would entail a 
corresponding raise in the students' 
fee of $2.50. 

The benefits include hospitaliza- 
tion, in which the Daily Benefit 
would be a maximum or $4.00 a 
day, limited to 70 times the Daily 
Benefit, and In which the Special 
Hospital Services would not exceed 
10 times the Dally Benefit. 

Surgical Fee Benefits, as per an 
"operation schedule," provide that 
If two operations arc necessary at 
the same time, payment will be 
made for the operation Involving 
the larger amount. 

Medical Expense Benefits provide 
for physician's visit up to a maxl- 
• mum of $3.00 per visit, limited to a 
$200.00 maximum payment. No 
Medical Expense Benefits arc pay- 
able for any physician's calls mads 
at the time of or subsequent to sur- 
gical operation. They do not in- 
clude fees charged for dental X- 
Bays or treatments and eye exam- 
inations, nor the costs ot nursing 
charges, drugs, dressings, and med- 
icine. 

A supplementary benefit pro- 
vides a principal sum of $1,000 
payable in the event of accidental 
death or total dismemberment. 
STUDENTS ELIGIBLE 
All students registered in under- 
graduate courses proceeding to a 
diploma or degree could come into 
the plan, except those who are 
eligible for benefits under the reg- 
ulations of the Department of Vet- 
erans' Affairs, or other groups of 
*• students which it might be expedi- 
ent to exclude. 

It Is felt that many students may 
already be covered by some family 
scheme, such as the Blue Cross, or 
other Accident Insurance Policy, 
and hence would have no need for 
the proposed plan. The University 
Authorities are not in favor uf 
raising the fees unless it Is clearly 
Indicated that at least two-thirds

Canadian, European Spirit 
Contrasted by WHO Member

The people of Canada arc think- 
ing much more broadly than those 
In the older parts of the world, is 
.the opinion of Miss Wilhelmina 
Visscher, a former student in the 
Public Health Division of the 
School for Graduate Nurses. 
Miss Vlssachcr, who is a native ot 
I Amsterdam, Holland, has been ap- 
pointed to the Korean staff of the 
World Health Organization. She 
has already travelled extensively in 
; Europe, Africa, England and North 
America, after doing her basic 
study of nursing in Holland, 

"In Canada," she commented 
during an interview yesterday, "the 
, people are more interested In the 
larger community group than' In 
family and close friends. The Can 
adian, as a rule, has a much wider 
group, of friends and acquaintances 
and the result is that the 
ity spirit is far stronger 
Europe." 

The ardor with which Canadians 
organize drives for Welfare and 
Social Services astonished Miss Vis- 
scher. She said that she was am- 
azed when a drive, which was fall- 
ing behind, reached Its objective in 
a last minute spurt. 

"The spirit behind the giving 
and the Interest in their fellow Can- 
. adlans' welfare calls forth so gen- 
•rous a response that it would rare- 
ly be equalled In the more claiw- 
•iconiclous Europe," she commented. 
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Lindsay 

Miss Visscher thinks that If ev- 
eryone in the world were healthy, 
mentally and physically, there 
would be less racial prejudice and 
the increased tolerance' would con- 
tribute greatly to the work of the 
United Nations in their attempt to 
further world peace. 

"One way in which tolerance 
could be furthered," she said, 
"would be for people to travel for 
longer periods in one country— not 
just sight-see." 

This, she thinks, would conlrlb- 
utc to the International understand 
Ing which the United Nations and 
the World Health Organizations are 
trying to promote. She said that 
everywhere one runs into good and 
bad yet in every country one can 
find something worthwhile which 
can contribute to a greater under- 
standing between the peoples of the 
world. 

Miss Visscher Is flying. to Holland 
tomorrow where she will visit her 
family briefly before proceeding to 
Geneva. There she will be "briefed' 
for her future work In American 
occupied south Korea.' 

Yesterday shé was entertained by 
members of the, faculty of the 
School for Graduate Nurses. At 
this time she stated that the wide 
scope of the work with the World 
Health Organization should be of 
increasing interest to everyone, not 
only the members of the medical 
and nursing professions 



Legal Heads 
Plan Survey 
Of Profession 



An extensive survey of the legal 
profession officially commenced 
yesterday with the receipt of ques- 
tionnaires by all members of the 
Bar. This is the first time that 
that any survey of this kind has 
been made in any profession in 
Canada. 

Professor F. R. Scott, of the Fac- 
ulty of Law announced yesterday 
that the aim of this survey was to 
determine how effectively the 
legal profession is fulfilling its pur- 
pose in the community and whether 
any changes seem necessary in the 
training or organization of lawyers 
In the future. 

"People need legal advice and 
protection when their rights are 
violated" he stated "and they need 
legal assistance In organizing their 
activities so that they may conform 
to the legal order. Efficient and 
impartial administration Is essen- 
tial to a democracy. For this, well- 
trained and public-spirited lawyers 
are necessary." 

This survey will help improve 
the status of training for the pro- 
fession it is believed. The ques- 
tionnaire is designed to give a com 
prehenalvc picture of the activities 
of every lawyer. 

The answers received will be 
studied by leading members of the 
war, among them Dr. F. Cyril 
James. 

This survey Is the result of a 
conference of lawyers held recently 
in Banff. The study here parallels 
a similar one beng carried on now 
in the United States.

Faculty Head Comments on 
New Constitutional Changes

"Canada is expected to sever two 
of her three remaining constitu- 
tional links with Great Britain by 
the end of this Parliamentary ses- 
sion", stated Professor F. R. Scott 
of the Faculty of Law yesterday. 

The only three ties that remained 
botween-this- country, and Britain 
were those of the Crown, appeals 
to the Privy Council, and amend- 
ments to the Canadian Constitu- 
tion. At the beginning of the par- 
liamentary session it was decided (o 
abolish all appeals to the Privy 
Council in England. By the end of 
this session it is hoped that Canada 
will have the right to amend her 
own Constitution. 

At present the Federal Govern- 
ment has the right to make consti- 
tutional changes regarding matters 
ot Dominion concern. However 
this right does not extend to mat- 
ters such as the two official lang- 
uages, education, or 'any others 
which lie within the jurisdiction 
ot the provinces. It is this latter 
which Is to be amended before the 
end of the session. 

"With regard to the first and only 
remaining link", said Professor 
Scott, "I know of no body of opin- 
ion in Canada who wish to abolish 
the Crown from our Constitution, 
although there have been small 
groups in Quebec urging that Can-

ada become a republic. On the olh 
cr hand, many Canadians want a 
Canadian Governor-General. This 
opinion, in my view, has a great 
deal to commend it. ■ 

Moreover, 1 believe that Canada 
already is a completely independent 
nation, that these changes merely 
rqp/cscnt; relics, of. a bygone age. 
It ' is " well known that" the British 
Government has never refused to 
grant any amendment to the B.N.A. 
Act.

Rev. c Mr. Vaughters' had. his 
headquarters at Livingston, an is- 
olated, off-railroad, tribal town 
populated by Indians, Hindus, some 
pure Spaniards, a few Chinese and 
very few Americans. AH travel in 
and out of the village is by boat, 
and Mr. Vaughters sometimes has 
to travel over a 100 miles inland 
by motorboat to reach his Indian 
tribes. 

The Indians are described ' by 
Mr. Vaughters as peaceful and liv- 
ing a very simple agricultural life 
with no apparent hurry to adopt 
any of the aspects of civilization.

Professor Sprott Horrified at 
Canadian Tobacco Prices 



Describing himself as "some- 
thing of a refugee from Austra- 
llln academic parochialism," Mr. 
S. Ernest Sprott, newly appointed 
Professor of English at McGllI, 
stated in a recent interview; "I 
spend my time teaching literature 
became 1° hold It to bo not Just 
Interesting, or recreational, or In- 
cidental, but Important." 

Professor Sprott, a native of 
Australia, studied English and 
Clastic* at the University of Mel- 
bourne, where he later did re 
search work. In 1642 ho received 
his Muter'* degree, and he spent 
the next four years In the Austra 
llan army.

Three year* ago he came to the 
United SUtes, and taught at Bar- 
nard College at Columbia Univers- 
ity, Last year he wa* made a Fel- 
low In English and Comparative 
Literature at Columbia. Referring 
to living in New York, Professor 
Sprott aald he appreciated the ar 
tlatle life there, but "rather regret- 
led the Impact on personality that 
tuch a city leem* to have." He 
added, "It I* better to have lived 
there and left than never to have 
left at all." 

He found It Interesting lo come 
to McG ill, where the British asso- 
ciations make him feel quite at 
home. "In some respects McGlll is 



like Melbourne. The provision of 
the Honors and General degrees 
here reJemblea Melbourne's. In 
their approach to their work the 
senior students show an indepen- 
dence like that of Melbourne stud- 
ents. However," ho continued, "I 
nearly resigned when I discovered 
the horrific price of Canadian to- 
bacco."

PATHETIC FALLACY 



Yesterday there appeared in The Halifax 
Chronicle-Herald an editorial praising Dr. Wat- 



son Kirkconncll of Acadia. 

Kirkconnell brands as "incredibly naive" the 
action of the Student Christinn Movement in 

• sending delegates to the World Youth festival 
field this summer in Hungary. Of all Canadian 
organizations which attended the conference, Dr. 
Kirkconncll claims it to be the only one without 

• Communistic leanings. 
We do not question the accuracy of Dr„Kirk,- 

\ connclPs statistics. We do question his reason- 
ing. He seems to believe that theso fcwTcpres» 
\ entatives of the S. C. M. were "hoping to convert 
V the hard-boiled goo6c-stepping Red activists of 
V.tlie Festival to Christianity." He considers it 
'.shameful that these. few Canadian youths "fel- 
-"lowshippcd cheerfully with thirty young Côîb- 
i rhunist traitors all the way to Hungary and 
'back 1 ', and claims "they helped to give rcspec- 
Ibility to a traitorous world conspiracy." 
All of these statements display just the type 
of bias, fear and shortsightedness which has 
prompted the intermittent and ever-increasing 
"Red scares" in the United States. If Canadi- 
ans arc not to be allowed to take part in such 
Activities, they will be subject to the same fear 
of the unknown that is so prevalent in the States. 
It would be just as logical to state that doctors 
should not be allowed nenr the sick, or social 
workers" near the impoverished. We must all 
conduct ourselves with the same blind terror 




which prompts the ostrich to slick his head in 
the sand. 

The attitude adopted by The Halifax Chron- 
icle-Herald toward all this is worse still. Find- 
ing a safe subject on which to take a stand, it 
denounces with all its might the editor of The 
McGill Daily who admitted that any conversion 
hopes on the part of the S.C.M. were doomed to 
failure. What's wrong with thnt? It says that 
"it is disturbing to find young Canadians, how- 
ever small their minority, who arc able to dis- 
cuss a hideous tyranny in gentle, 'cream-puff 
language." 

Yet if one should refer to editorials in the 
Halifax paper on any subject but Communism, 
there would be found examples of "cream-puff- 
ing" to make all others look sick. 

The • Chronicle-Herald concludes its editorial 
by saying again that it is "disturbing to find 
young Canadians deluding themselves 'by frat- 
ernizing with traitors to Canada' ", and "the in- 
explicable thing is that the universities, as such, 
do not do something about it." Perhaps the 
esteemed editor would recommend loyalty oaths 
for Canadian university students similar to 
those which are recommended for the faculty 
of the University of California — or it could be 
that anyone with a Red tinge should be shot im- 
mediately for finding what he considers a way of 
life superior to ours.

DISCOVERS THIRD SEX 



Foreword 
The following article from The 
Providence Journal reports the 
discovery of a third sex in ble- 
pharlsma, a single-cell animal, by 
Prof. Paul B. Weisz, a graduate of 
McGlll now at Brown University. 
Dr. Weiar. entered McGlll In 1940, 
graduated as an honors student in 
zoology in 1943 and obtained his 
doctorate in zoology In 1948. He 
held the position of lecturer in 
the department of zoology.

Prof. Paul B. Welaz, the > youth 
ful discoverer, couldn't believe his 
yes at first, he confessed In a 
•boratory Interview. 
"I thought it was Impossible or 
something abnormal," he said. 
"Then I thought twice about It, 
^followed It up and found three 
sexes in the blepharlsma, all 
equivalent." 
The importance of hi* find wa* 
1 assessed by his chief, Prof. J. Wal- 
ter Wilson, chairman of the uni- 
versity biology department, In 
tho»e words: 

"From the biological point of 
view, It's enormously important. 
Tht problem of sex in biology Is a 



little different than in sociology 
and human relations, and is a very 
fundamental one that extends 
through all life." 

Working With Proloxoa 

Weiss has been working with 
protozoa, ' single cell animals, for 
three years, to try to find how. the 
nuclei of the cells control the cells. 
The blepharlsma, he said, giving 
you a mental picture of something 
the size of a small mushroom and 
as easily cut up and analyzed, 
"happen to be rather large and you 
can work experimentally on indi- 
vidual cells." 

Then he bring out a dish of the 
blepharlsma, which turn out to be 
little black dota in the water, actu- 
ally 0.2 to 0.3 millimetres long. (A 
millimeter is 0.03937 of an inch.) 
Under a microscope, magnified 120 
times, they look ibout the size of 
a grain of wheat. 

He wa* Just getting ready to start 
genetic itudies and "thl* came 
along as a chance development" 
Right now, he 1* checking his dit 
covery from the genetic angle' be- 
fore publishing it in à scientific 
monograph. 

May Aid Farther Studies 

His discovery, Welsz *ay», "does 
not throw out anything we have 
known about sex. It may provide 
some sort of tool by which we can 
learn more about it 

"If all animal forms' are the same 
way, sexually speaking, there would 
be nothing to experiment on. With 
a third sex, we may find something 
about It." 



And then he adds with magni- 
ficent caaualnesi: 

"The idea of tex being definitely 
male or female mutt be thought of 
twice because it'* more of ■ bal- 
ance than anything else.' 

His laboratory photograph of the 
triangular mating shows Cell A 
fertilizing Cell B; Cell B fertlllz 
ing Cell C, and Cell C fertilizing A, 
all at the same time. The cells, he 
explains, "fuse together near the 
mouth and exchange nuclei." 

He has been working on prolozoa 
since he came to Brown in 1947, 
and explains hi* interest thus: 

"The main reason* for working 
on them la this: We are ail trying 
to find out — among other things 

— how nuclei affect protoplasm 
how, in simpler words, the germ of 
the cell affects the body of the cell 

— what makes the cell become a 
cell. 

Intérêt! to Humans 
"By cutting out the nuclei and 
moving them around we can deter- 
mine their life eyelet and tome of 
their chemistry. If we knew ev- 
rythlng about that we would know 
à great deal more about what in- 
terest* us as humans — after all' 
cancer, for example, is a matter of 
cellular abberatlon." 

The youthful scientist an assist- 
ant professor In the biologic*! de- 
partment who teachel classes and 
has the administrative responsibil- 
ity for the freshman class, came to 
Brown after taking his Ph.D. at Mc- 
Glll University in Montreal in 1046, 
and doing some lecturing at Col- 
leges in Montn

Royal Commission Receives 
Recommendations from ISS 



Inrerfaculty — P. 3 



Toronto. — (CUP) — A* a na- 
tional organization representing 
student*, faculty and graduates 
from universities across Canada, 
International Student Service felt 
its activities would be of interest 
to the Royal Commission ot Arts, 
Letters and Sciences, Matt Saun- 
ders, national secretary nf I.S.S. 
declared In an interview here. 

A brief has been presented to 
the commission, outlining Canada's 
unique project in international 
education with particular reference 
to the International Seminars which 
I.S.S. of Canada has sponsored In 
Europe (in Holland and Germany) 
during the last two summer.'. 
(Fifty students from universities 
across Canada and several tout 
standing Canadian professors at 
tended each seminar.) 

(Dr. N. A. M. Mackenzie, mem- 
ber of the commission, is president 
of the University of British Colum- 
bia and at the I.S.S. conference re- 
cently held in Montreal he was 
re-elected president of I.S.S. of 
Canada.) 
Recmomended Federal Support 
"ISS recommended to the Royal 
Commission that this significant 
national project be put on a per 
manent annua) basis through fin- 
ancial support from the federal 
government." Saunders continued 
"The brief also stressed the inter- 
est of Canadian ISS in promoting 
an Increased exchange of students 
between Canada and Europe. In 
this regard ISS recommended that 
the federal government consider 
the use of funds frozen In over- 
seas countries for the provision ot 
exchange scholarships in a manner 
similar to those now provided un- 



der the Fulbright Act in the Unit- 
ed Stales." 

The brief further contained In- 
formation about funds from the an- 
nual campaign which arc ear- 
marked for such projects as dis- 
placed persons scholarships and ma- 
terial assistance to needy students 
in Europe and Asia.' 
Support National Scholarships 
"ISS also recommended the early 
creation of a national UNESCO 
commission to coordinate and as- 
sist the work of such organizations 
as ISS which sponsors projects in 
the field of UNESCO in Canada, 
the brief also supported the need for 
a system of national scholarships to 
assist deserving and needy Cana 
dian students who wish to enter 
our universities," Saunders 
eluded. 

The brief was presented by Pro- 
fessors Marcus Long and L. E. M. 
Lynch of the University of Toron- 
to, Warden Ignatieff ot Hart House, 
Ed. Ebcrle, University of Toronto 
student. Professor Raymond David 
of the University of Montreal, and 
Mr. Saunders. 

Nn Canadian Seminar 

The Commission asked when the 
brief was presented, why ISS sem- 
inars arc not held in Canada, and 
were told that this was impossible 
at the present time since under the 
present set-up, the provincial gov- 
ernments were willing to supply 
funds for seminars overseas but 
would not supply funds for foreign 
students to attend seminars In Can 
ada. The commission also asked 
whether ISS is planning to bring 
more DP students to Canada again 
soon. It was explained to them 
that no more students would be 
brought since the first responsi- 



bility was to assure the success of 
those ISS-sponsored students al- 
ready in Canada. The excellent 
reports of these students, money 
for whom is being supplied by year- 
ly campaigns in the universities, was 
also commented on after enquiry 
from the commission.
